It is based on a map published in the Atlas of American 
Agriculture, United States Department of Agriculture, Washington, D. C. 
This zone map was based on average annual minimum temperature for the 
years 1895 to 1935. Find the zone in which you live, then see descriptions for 
plants suited to your particular zone. Let these zone references be your guide 
to plants that will be easiest to grow and will thrive best in your area. 


Most Plants in This Catalog Thrive In All Areas 


All plants listed in this Catalog may be expected to succeed over a wide 
area if given reasonable care. Even those not especially recommended for 
your zone have much to offer in the way of gardening adventure. You may 
be able to grow, and enjoy plants not generally grown in your area, and this 
kind of adventure will require only a little extra care to provide the conditions 
necessary to the plant, but not natural to your garden, such as giving the 
plant a more sheltered location or providing acid soil where necessary. (Be 
sure to read Wards Nursery stock Warranty on Page 4.) 


Some shrubs or small trees thrive best when sheltered from either hot, dry 
winds, or from severe cold winds, and are so indicated in this catalog by the 
’ phrase: ‘’Plant in sheltered position.’’ These plants should be used near a 
building or windbreak or where other tall growing shrubs or trees will shelter 
them from hot or cold wind which is damaging to some plants. 


What Is Meant By The Term “Hardy” 


“Hardy"’ indicates that a plant will endure the cold in the area designated. 
Perennials may die back to the ground, but the root system remains alive to 
produce new growth and increased beauty each spring. Trees and Shrubs 


are considered hardy when the entire woody structure remains alive through ~ 


the winter and plant withstands cold in zones indicated. 


Great caution has been exercised to give you completely accurate informa- 
tion, but it must be remembered that there may be zones in which a particular 
plant may be successfully grown in one area, while in some small neigh- 
boring section, the same plant will not thrive. It is impossible to cover all vary- 
ing factors. While some plants may be able to endure the cold of a particular 
zone, other elements determine the success or failure of a plant such as 
elevation, prolonged summer heat, hot drying winds, lack of moisture, soil 
variations, too great or insufficient acid in the soil, amount of snow, etc. All 


6 WARDS au } of these factors may determine the degree of 


success you may expect to achieve. 
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What is Meant by ‘Winter Protection” 


In studying various plant listings in this Catalog you will find the phrase: 
‘'Needs winter protection,'’ or, ‘‘Protect in winter in severe climates.’’ 
Winter protection of plants varies with the plant. 


Roses, must be given adequate winter protection in severe climates. 
Complete directions will be given in the planting guide which is sent with 
your order, but briefly, it means that the soil should be heaped about the 
plants, after the first light freeze, to protect the canes. With this care, beau- 
tiful roses can be grown even in severe climates. (See sketch below.) 


Most Perennials: require winter protection north of Zone 6. Wherever 
snow does not provide a continuous. winter cover, they must be given a 


mulch consisting of two to four inches of clean wheat straw, buckwheat 


hulls, shredded cornstalks or peat moss. Fine-textured mulches such as 
manure and peat moss may be cultivated into the soil the following spring. 
A covering of evergreen or other branches that will catch the snow, shade 
it, and thus keep it from melting too quickly, is also beneficial. A mulch 
should provide a covering, but should not be a heavy, airtight matting of 
leaves or grass clippings which produces heat and might smother the 
plants. Mulches are noT intended to keep plants warm. 


All mulches should be applied after the ground has frozen the first time, © 


to keep the ground frozen and prevent plants from being heaved out of the 
earth by alternate freezing and thawing in late fall and early spring. 


Coarse mulches such as branches, cornstalks or hay should be removed 


early in the spring to prevent mold and to permit sun and air to reach the 


new growth. It is best to do this a little at a time over a two or three-week 
period. This allows the tender new shoots to harden off and keeps them 
protected from possible late spring frosts. Protection will mean more luxuri- — 


ant growth and more flowers from perennial plants and rose bushes. 
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Evergreen Foundation Planting 


You will readily find ways to adapt this 
group to your own needs. Remember to 
keep low shrubs in front of windows: taller 
varieties at the corners. (I) is Hicks, (Up- 
right) Yew; (2) is Ptitzer Juniper; (3) is Savin 
Juniper; (4) is Creeping Juniper. The area 
between the evergreens will be attractive 
if you plant a ground cover of plants suited 
to this purpose. We recommend Vinca 
Minor for its addition of flowers... a profu- 
sion in spring for a bright note, and some 
throughout the season. For early spring 
color set groups of Daffodils and Muscari 
bulbs between evergreens,

Colorful Comer Planting 


If you want to add interest to one or two cor- 
ners of your house, garage, or other build- 
ing use this little plan to provide a bit of 
color from early spring through early sum- 
mer, (1) is Mock Orange, Minnesota Snow- 
flake; (2) is Flowering Almond; (3) is 
Deutzia Gracilis. Plant Creeping Phlox, 
Crimson Beauty and your choice of Pink 
Tulips in the foreground or if you prefer a 
touch of color in autumn use this area for 
Million-Mum Chrysanthemums or the new 
Dwarf Asters in colors you like best. 


Entrance Planting with Walk or Drive 


This planting is just as effective if you adapt 
it to a side drive. (1) is Hardy Ivy against 
the wall; (2) is New Dawn Climbing Rose 
(planted on the far side of the fence; (3) is 
Mugho Pine; (4) is Weigela Roseq; (5) Mag- 
nolia Soulangeang; (6) is Dwarf European 
Cranberry; Euonymus Vegetus is the 
Ground Cover around the Magnolia; (7) isa 
border of annual flowers. This planting 
provides a bit of color from earliest spring 
with the pine remaining lovely all winter. 


Back-Yard Rose Garden 


The varieties were chosen for this garden 
to give you a wide variation of color and a 
long season of bloom. You may also adapt 
the plan to a garden of all Hybrid Tea 
Roses. The varieties listed below arg all 
Floribundas, (1) is the border of Dwarf 
Privet, Lodense; (2) is an inner border of 
low growing White Banquet; (3) is Goldi- 
locks; (4) is Circus; (5) is Red Pinocchio; (6) 
is Rosenelfe; (7) is Spartan Floribunda Rose. 
Buy 3 plants each for areas 3 through 7. The 
little statue may be purchased on Page 3. 


Shrub Border or Corner Planting 


Multiply this border to cover the back or the 
length of your lot and enjoy colorful bloom 
from early spring through late fall. (1) is 
White Flowering Dogwood; (2) is Forsythia; 
(3) is Beauty Bush; (4) is Double Althea Rose 
of Sharon; (5).is an accent of Purple Plum. If 
you repeat the border you may choose other 
tall plants as accents for this spot. (6) is A. G, 
Hydrangeq; (7) is Potentilla Gold Drop. If you 
multiply the border you may use alternate 
varieties of Dogwood, or Althea.

Planning The Windbreak 


The location of your windbreak will de- 
pend on the direction of prevailing cold 
or hot winds; normal snow-fall; buildings, 
orchards, or crops to be protected. Plant 
at least 3 rows of trees as pictured below, 
being sure to plant far enough from build- 
ings to dvoid snowdrifts around the build- 
ings. The inside rows, nearest the build- 
ings, should be 12 it. apart, with the trees 
12 ft. apart in the rows. The outside row 
should be 20:ft. from the inside row, with 
trees 20 ft. apart in row. For Evergreen 
windbreak, plant 2 rows 20 ft. apart, 
trees 20 ft. apart in row. Outside row 25 ft. 
from inside rows, trees 25 ft. apart in row.

Many farmers belleve that windbreak for feed lot, 
barn, and poultry house pays for itself in more milk 
and eggs.

Be sure your hedge has a well-drained location. The type of hedge should 
be determined by its purpose. For formal appearance, choose a trim, clipped 
hedge such as Privet.
